And the- same superstitious nature
fun--s every negro to Rive the haud for this
wearying process. And at the same time
the recipient of the great disclosure will
bok half sheepishly an l half apologetically
to any white man who may b? an observer,
as though uneasily ashamed ol it. What,
then is the nature and mode of reasoning of
this strange being iu the douth ? The na

tive white can scarcely answer, for of creeds
and inner political beliefs tho negro will
talk last of all to the white man, who
is to day as incopablo of knowing the
processes of the uegro'c mind as when
the Africau was landed here a slave.
The average S uthernc-r will tell the in¬

vestigator that he cannot discern any im¬
provement in the moral nature of the negro
who has gone through this process of con¬

version, except that the act of dancing is
regarded as sure to result in e ternal damna¬
tion. A Richmond sergeant of police
stauding on the corner at midnight when
the va«t black tbroog was moving by dur¬
ing one of these periods of conversion, ex¬

pressed a prevalent idea iu a curious way
wlieti he said. "The very roosters on this
street know when u nigger is getticg con
verted, and they don't dare to crow as long
a? the church is open." But in the citieB
there i3, among the better informed of the
black race, a small and growing class whose
morality is on the increase, and who are

tlowly drifting away f om the superstitions
of their race. 8ome of them openly vote
the democratic ticket, (kiit-is do not vote
at all. This class is the highes* in the col
ored social scale, is undoubtedly the best
informed and most conservative, and ths
mnrt generally well to do. If these men do
Dot come nearer than the red of their race
to reading the miuds of white meo they
certainly come nearer in physical conteet
with those minds, for their profession re¬

quires the constant handling of tho casket
which holds the Caucasiau brain. This cla-s
then is compose of the barbers. They are
the most sensible, the most conservative,
and the most ready to vote against the ma¬

jori!}' of their race..New York Sun.
